U. S.-CHINA TRADE AGREEMENT 


A PROCLAMATION 
Effective May 22, 1948 

The President on May 4, 1948 issued a proclamation putting into effect, with respect 
to CHINA, as of MAY 22, 1948 the provisions of the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade. The Agreement was entered into last October 30 at Geneva with 22 other countries. 
The President’s action followed receipt of information that the Government of China had 
signed the Protocol of Provisional Application of the General Agreement on April 21, 1948; 
pursuant to provision of the Protocol China will give effect to the Agreement on the 
expiration of 30 days from date of signature. (T. D. 51909) 

WHEREAS (1), pursuant to the authority conferred by section 350 of the Tariff Act 
of 1930, as amended by section 1 of the Act of June 12, 1934, by the Joint Resolution 
approved June 7, 1943, and by sections 2 and 3 of the Act of July 5, 1945 (48 Stat. 943 
and 944, ch. 474, 57 Stat. 125, ch. 118, 59 Stat., 410 and 411, ch. 269; 19 U. S. C. (1946) 1351), 
the period within which said authority may be exercised having been extended by section 
1 of said Act of July 5, 1945 until the expiration of three years from June 12, 1945 (48 
Stat. 944, ch. 474, 59 Stat. 410, ch. 269; 19 U. S. C. (1946) 1352(c)), on October 30, 1947 the 
President entered into a trade agreement with the Governments of the Commonwealth of 
Australia, the Kingdom of Belgium, the United States of Brazil, Burma, Canada, Ceylon, 
the Republic of Chile, the Republic of China, the Republic of Cuba, the Czechoslovak Re- 
public, the French Republic, India, Lebanon, the Grand-Duchy of Luxemburg, the King- 
dom of the Netherlands, New Zealand, the Kingdom of Norway, Pakistan, Southern Rho- 
desia, Syria, the Union of South Africa, and the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, which trade agreement consists of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade and the related Protocol of Provisional Application thereof, together with the 
Final Act Adopted at the Conclusion of the Second Session of the Preparatory Commit- 
tee of the United Nations Conference on Trade and Employment which authenticated the 
texts of said general agreement and said protocol; 

WHEREAS (2) on December 16, 1947 by Proclamation 2761A the President proclaimed 
such modifications of existing duties and other import restrictions of the United States of 
America and such continuance of existing customs or exercise treatment of articles im- 
ported into the United States of America as were then found to be required or appro- 
priate to carry out said trade agreement on and after January 1, 1948 (12 F. R. 8866), 
which proclamation has been supplemented by Proclamation 2769 of January 30, 1948 (13 
F. R. 467) and Proclamation 2782 of April 22, 1948 (13 F. R. 2211);

' United States 
Must Import

HY do we need imports? 





The United States is now the world’s principal foreign trading country. Our 

exports are larger than those of any other country. Our imports are second 
only to those of the United Kingdom. Approximately 10% of the total agricultural 
and industrial production of the United States is sold abroad. 


To some people, an average export of 
10% of our production may not seem 
significant, but business men know that 
a variation of 10% in a company’s sales 
may mean the difference between black 
end red ink. Moreover, the 10% average 
obscures the fact that, for some products, 
exports take a fourth or even a half of 
the total United States output. In 1938 
exports furnished a market for 29% of 
our production of tobacco, 31% of cotton, 
12% of lard, 36% of dried fruit, 29% of 
sardines, 52% of phosphate rock, 36% of 
sulfur, 38% of rosin, 14% of industrial 
machinery, 14% of automobiles, 22% of 
office appliances, 12% of radios, etc. Even 
these figurees do not tell the whole story, 
for the production of these products is 
often confined to particular states or 
localities upon which a shrinkage in ex- 
ports would have a highly concentrated 
effect. 

Our agricultural and industrial capacity 
expanded greatly during the war. Our 
agricultural output in 1947, for example, 
was One-third above the 1939 volume. 
When the world food shortage ends, the 
United States will be faced with agri- 
cultural surpluses, unless exports are 
maintained. Economic history shows that 
to industrial depressions. Properity of an 
agricultural depressions preced and lead 
industrial state is highly dependent upon 
the prosperity, not only of other indus- 
trial states that buy its manufactures, 
but also upon the prosperity of agricul- 
tural areas that buy manufactures from 
all states. 


Everyone will agree that exports are 
beneficial, But the plain fact is that we 
cannot export unless we import (except 
by continuing foreign loans indefinitely 
without rep2yment). The real issue is not 
whether we want to import, but whether 
we want to import in order to export— 
whether we want a large foreign trade of 
exports and imports, a small foreign 
trade, or no foreign trade. 

The inescapable truth is that the most 
prosperous countries are those with a 
large foreign trade. The poorest countries 
are those with a small foreign trade. 

That is the first answer to the question, 
“Why do we need imports?” 

A second answer is that there are many 
primary products that we need to main- 
tain our high standard of living, which 
come only from abroad. Every school child 
knows about the sources of coffee, tea, 
cocoa, bananas, spices and the like. Our 
meals would be dull indeed were it not 
for these imports. But more important is 
the necessity for meeting our almost in- 
satiable demands for primary raw ma- 
terials to feed our industry. Some, like 
natural rubber, we do not produce at all. 
Others we do not produce in anywhere 
near sufficient quantities. 

We know, for example, that the United 
States is the world’s greatest producer 
of steel. To make steel some 40 raw 
materials drawn from 57 different coun- 
tries. For example, a ton of steel requires 
14 pounds of manganese. 97% of our 
manganese is imported. We know that the 
United States is the world’s greatest pro- 
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WHY U. S. MUST IMPORT— Continued 


ducer of automobiles. Thirty-one materials 
necessary for the car you drive come from 
foreign countries. 

Moreover, there are many raw materials 
which are of critical importance to our 
national security. It is esseential that we 
maintain adequate stockpiles of these 
materials which we do not produce and 
conserve our resources of those which we 
do produce. 

In the gentler field of the amenities of 
life, which are so important to a nation 
like our own which has so high a standard 
of living, come the fine luxury goods not 
economically produced in this country: 
brandy and perfume, oriental rugs, certain 
furs, and things of that kind. 

Another reason why we need imports 
is that they make jobs in the United 
States. Quite aside from the obvious fact 
that our factories could not operate with- 
out basic raw materials from abroad, 
every pound of rubber, every bolt of cloth, 
every case of glassware that comes into 
the United States has to be unloaded, 
warehoused, transported, insured, adver- 
tised and marketed. This means jobs. 

Most of the imports I have been de- 
scribing thus far are essentially non-com- 
petitive with United States products. They 
meet needs which we cannot meet from 
our own resources at all, or which we 
can meet only in part. They make up the 
great bulk of our imports. But there is 
also a considerable volume of imports 
which are more or less directly competi- 
tive with domestic production. Our people 
need and want those products, too, and 
the fact that they are competitive should 
not frighten us. 

Our country is the home of competition. 
Lack of competition means stagnation. 
Lower tariffs on these products will bene- 
fit our consumers. Yet it is a fact that 
indiscriminate lowering of tariffs on such 
products could have serious disruping 
effects on certain segments of our 


economy. 
What has this Government done to 


help us obtain the 


imports which we 


———— 


need and want in such a way as best to 
Serve the interests of the producers and 
consumers of the United States? 

During the period between World Wars 
I and II and up until 1934, we pursued 
a policy of economic isolation. Though we 
had become a creditor nation, we did not 
pursue the policies befitting a creditor na- 
tion. Instead, we tried to insulate our- 
selves from the rest of the world. Rather 
than encourage other nations to trade 
with ue and en2zbling them to pay for our 
goods with their goods, we raised our 
tariff against them, 

In 1934, however, this policy was re- 
versed, In that year the Congress passed 
the Trade Agreements Act, giving the 
President power to enter into agreements 
with other countries for the reciprocal re- 
duction of the highly restrictive barriers 
that were rapidly suffocating international 
trade. 

It has been a long road of progress 
since the June night in 1934 on which the 
Trade Agreements Act was signed. Up to 
last summer, some 30 bilateral agree- 
ments had been negotiated under its au- 
thority, and our tariffs and those of the 
other countries were appreciably reduced, 
But much still remained to be done. There 
were import2nt countries with which we 
had no agreements, there were few tariff 
reduction agreements between other coun- 
tries, and many of our tariffs were still 
unnecessarily high. 

So, on the invitation of the United 
States, and under the sponsorship of the 
United Nations, twenty-three nations met 
together last summer at Geneva to negoti- 
ate for the reduction of their tariffs, to fa- 
cilitate their imports from each other. And 
after seven months of negotiation, they 
eached agreement — agreement on the 
tariff treatment of products which ac- 
counted prewar for over half the world’s 
international trade! 

The total import trade of the Geneva 
countries in products on which tariff ac- 


tion was taken was in the order of ten

Baltimore—A Vast World Seaport 
By JOHN WEBER, District Manager

ALTIMORE has served as an interna- 

tional seaport for nearly 250 years. 
Its history as a port began in 1706 when 
the Maryland Assembly designated Whet- 
stone Point, later Fort McHenry, as the 
port of entry. It was during the bombard- 
ment of the fort by the British in Sep- 
tember 1814 that the young Maryland 
lawyer, Francis Scott Key, wrote our Na- 
tional Anthem, The Star-Spangled Banner. 
Today Fort McHenry is the entrance to 
the metropolitan harbor area of the Balti- 
more port. 

This waterfront city has a natural 
harbor and approximately 40 miles of 
deep water frontage which projects right 
into the heart of the city. The main ship 
channel of the port is 20 miles long and 
600 feet wide with a minimum depth of 
35 feet. There are several subsidiary 
channels 35 feet deep and from 400 to 
600 feet in width. Ships clearing or com- 
ing into the port have two routes to or 
from the Atlantic Ocean. The principal 
route is via the Chesapeake Capes while 
the other is through the Chesapeake and 
Delaware Ship Canal, a sea level, toll- 
free waterway open to 25 foot shipping. 

The port is well equipped with modern 
facilities for the expeditious and economi- 
cal handling of both cargo and vessels. It 
has 4 railroad marine terminals; nearly 
300 piers, wharves and docks in which 
man piers are equipped so that ship and 
rail meet: 3 grain elevators, 8 ore cranes; 
30 public general merchandise warehouses; 
4 coal piers; and 14 ship repair yards. 

Such facilities together with the ship

over the tonnage that cleared the Balti- 
more Port in 1946. The 1947 United States 
increase amounted to 43% over that of 
1946. On import tonnage coming in 
through the Baltimore Port, Baltimore 
ranked second and increased her 1947 ton- 
nage by 46% over the year 1946. Total 
United States import tonnage expansion 
for the same period amounted to 20%. 
Leading export items clearing through 
the Baltimore Port in 1947 consisted of 
coal and related fuels, grain and grain 


preparations and _ steel mill products. 
Leading import items were iron ore, 
manganese ore, residual] fuel oil and cane 
sugar. 


To facilitate such an increase in export- 
imports and domestic shipments, world- 
wide steamship connections doubled in 
1947 over those of 1946. Foreign and 
domestic destinations served from this 
port increased from 76 in 1946 to 166 in 
1947, and there were 224 monthly sched- 
uled general cargo sailings in all trades 
compared with 92 in 1946. 

A total of 143 monthly scheduled vessel 
sailings operated from Baltimore in over- 
sea commerce compared with a former 55, 
and oversea lines serving the port in-

creased from 19 to 50. Intercoastal and 
coastwise sailings jumped from 46 to 81 
monthly and domestic ports served from 
15 to 25. 

The District Office of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce provides a consulting 
service to those expanding their foreign 
trade activities as well as to those en- 
tering the field for the first time. Informa- 
tion available to both importers and ex- 
porters includes foreign trade statistics,

(¥) DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


Cork—The imposition of the countervailing 
duties on Spanish cork and cork manufactures 
provided for in T. D. 51757 has been amended 
and modified by T. D. 51876, published April 8, 
1948. This Decision provides that no counter- 
vailing duties will be imposed on such mer- 
chandise if exported from Spain on or after 
November 1, 1947; that collectors of customs 
shall refund any estimated countervailing duties 
collected on such merchandise exported from 
Spain on or after November 1, 1947; and in- 
sofar as it may be applicable to such merchan- 
dise exported from Spain prior to November 1, 
1847, the ‘‘invoice’’ value is substituted for the 
“foreign’’ value as of September 26, 1947, the 
date of approval of T. D. 51757. 

Chicory—Countervailing duties will not be 
imposed on chicory exported from the Nether- 
lands to this country on or after May 8, 1945. 
The Bureau of Customs has received informa- 
tion that after the liberation of the Nether- 
lands in 1944-1945, no bounties or grants have 
been paid on any chicory exported from that 
country to the United States or any other coun- 


try. For this reason the Bureau issued T. D. 
51884 to amend T. D. 49741 of November 7, 1933, 
which imposed countervailing duties on chicory 
from the Netherlands. 

Platinum Fox Furs—Public Law 475 (H.R. 
4938), signed by the President April 5, 1948, 
provides that as used in Paragraph 1519, the 
term “‘silver or black fox’’ shall include plati- 
num fox and any fox which is a mutation, or 
type developed, from silver, black, or platinum 
foxes. This makes dressed or undressed plati- 
num fox furs dutiable at 37% per cent ad va- 
lorem under paragraph 1519(c). The law also 
amends paragraph 1606(a) to specifically ex- 
clude platinum fox furs from it. 

X-Ray Film—Public Law No. 490, approved 
April 20, 1948, adds exposed X-ray film. wheth- 
er developed or not, to paragraph 16629, Tariff 
Act of 1930. Under that amendment. such film 
is free of duty if entered or withdrawn from 
warehouse for consumption on and after May 
20, 1948. 

Firewood—Sawdust, bark, and other wood 
waste ground or crushed and compressed may 
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IMPORT ACTIVITIES—Continued 


be imported free of duty as fire wood under 
paragraph 1803(2), on the basis of an amend- 
ment made to this paragraph by Public Law 
510, signed by the President May 3, 1948. 


Castor Oil and Beans—The U. S. Department 
of Agriculture removed castor beans and castor 
oil from the controls of War Order 63 effective 
April 23, 1948. 

Flaxseed and Linseed Oil—Effective May 1, 
1948, prior authorization from the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is necessary for the im- 
portation of flaxseed and linseed oil from Can- 
ada and Mexico. 


Potatoes—Quota quantities established under 
paragraph 771 of Part 1 of Schedule XX of the 
Geneva Trade Agreements for white or Irish 
potatoes for the period January 1, 1948 to Sep- 
tember 14, 1948, inclusive, are set by T. D. 
51890. These quotas are: Certified seed potatoes 
as defined in item 771 (first), 76,477,942 pounds; 
other potatoes (except Cuban), 24,785,205 
pounds 

Broomcorn and Maize—The proposed amend- 


ments to existing regulations relating to the 
importation of Indian corn or maize, broom- 
corn, and related plants have been Officially 
adopted and become effective October 1, 1948, 
The Department of Agriculture will limit the 
importation of such materials from countries 
other than those on the North and South Amer. 
ican continents and the West Indies through 
the ports of Baltimore, Boston, and New York 
or other Northeastern ports designated by the 
Department; and will limit the entry of these 
articles into the United States during the five 
month period from October 1 of any year to 
the end of February of the succeeding year, 
The importation of the corn designated in the 
existing regulations will be permitted through 
norts where the Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine maintains inspection facilities 
or through ports it may designate. F 

Jewelry Parts—Metal jewelry parts valued 
at less than 20 cents per dozen parts. are duti- 
able under paragraph 397, as modified, rather 
than paragraph 1527(a)(2), as modified, accord- 
ing to T. D. 51877(2). 





DUTY-FREE TOURIST EXEMPTION 


On May 13th, both the Senate and House of 
Representatives adopted a conference report 
amending a bill (H. R. 5933), relating to the 
temporary free importation of racing shells, to 
permit returning residents who have been out- 
side the territorial limits of the United States 
for at least 12 days to bring in free of duty 
articles (excluding distilled spirits, wines, malt 
liquors and cigars) to a value of $300.00. This 
new exemption is in addition to the present 
exemption of $100.00 provided in the third pro- 
viso to paragraph 1798 of the Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended. The bill, which will become law 
upon the signature of the President, provides 
that the additional exemption applies only to 
articles declared by a returning resident who 
has not taken advantage of such exemption 
within the six-month period immediately pre- 
ceding his return to the United States; and it 
is also provided that double the import duty is 
to be charged if articles brought in under the 
exemption are sold within three years after the 
return of the resident. 

Reciprocal Trade Agreement Act—On May 
14th the full Committee on Ways and Means 
voted approval of a new bill (H.R. 6556) to ex- 
tend the Act for one year only, and to append 
some restrictive amendments to it. The report 
of the Committee has not yet been submitted 
to the full House. 

Foreign Trade Zones—Congressmen Celler 
and Busk introduced identical bills in the 
House of Representatives proposing to amend 
the Foreign-Trade Zones Act to permit exhibi- 
tion and manufacturing in established zones. 
The Committee on Ways and Means held a pub- 
lic hearing on these bills May 10, 1948, and the 
National Council of American Importers was 
represented at this hearing and strongly sup- 
ported the enactment of these bills. 


GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


Demurrage at New York Piers—The U. §. 
Maritime Commission examiner who conducted 
the hearings on free time and demurrage at 
the Port of New York recently submitted his 
recommendation to the Commission. The Com- 
mission allowed the participants at the hearings 
until May 17th to file exceptions to the exam- 
iner’s recmmendations. The National Council of 
American Importers joined with other interest- 
ed organizations in New York in filing certain 
exemptions, Thest recommendations have not 
yet been adopted by the Commission. 

Subcommittee on H.R. 3810—The Senate 
Committee on Finance named a subcommittee 
consisting of Senators Edward Martin (Penna.), 
Robert A. Taft (Ohio), and Edwin C. Johnson 
(Colo.) to consider H. R. 3810, which proposes 
to amend section 522 of the Tariff Act of 1930 
regarding the conversion of foreign currencies 
for customs purposes. The House of Represen- 
tatives passed this bill by unanimous vote on 
June 26, 1947. It has been pending before the 
Senate Committee on Finance since that time. 

Trade Marks—Nationals of Finland, Nether- 
lands, Switzerland, Norway, Luembourg, and 
Denmark, who own trade marks registered in 
the United States Patent Office, and which had 
been subject to renewal between September 3, 
1939 and June 30, 1947, have until June 30, 1948, 
to renew the registration of these trade marks, 
Nationals of France, whose trade marks should 
have been re-registered between September 3, 
1939 and July 5, 1947, and nationals of the 
Philippine Islands, whose trade marks should 
have been registered between December 8, 
1941 and June 30, 1947, also have until June 30, 
1948, to renew such registrations. Nationals of 
the United Kingdom whose trade marks should 
have been registered between September 3, 
v1939 and June 30, 1947, have until July 17, 1948.

Cargo service is one of the most progressive 
moves to be made in the air cargo industry for 
a long time.

CHINA—SPECIAL RELIEF 
TAX 


In reply to an NFTC inquiry concerning the 
Chinese ‘“‘special relief tax,’’ the Department 
of Commerce has advised that the levy is not 
a tax applicable to foreigners, but a kind of 
voluntary contribution which is to be made by 
Chinese individuals and firms including over- 
seas Chinese. Effective procedures for levying 
the ‘‘tax’’ have not been evolved as yet. 


JAPAN—LIVING CONDITIONS 


The Chairman of the Japan Committee pres- 
ently in Tokyo reports that one of the import- 
ant points for companies intending to maintain 
a permanent staff is to arrange housing facili- 
ties so that the company representatives may 
be separated from SCAP after completion of 
their 60-day allowance at the trader hotels. 

On the assumption that certain members of 
the Council are or will be faced with this prob- 
lem, the Chairman has made available a mem- 
orandum based on his experience.

BRAZILIAN INCOME TAX 
AFFECTING FOREIGN 
ACCOUNTS 


According to recent instructions issued by 
Brazilian Banking Fiscalization Department 
(Fiscalizacao Bancaria), based on the Brazilian 
income tax law of 1943, banks in the country 
dealing in foreign exchange are to collect the 
applicable income tax at the rate of 15 per cent 
on certain types of income credited to foreign 
accounts or paid to non-residents. Where the 
tax had been applied previously, it was assessed 
only at the time of remittance of income abroad 
from Brazil, rather than at the time of credit- 
ing and not on commercial shipments. 

In addition. collection of the tax may be 
enforced on all charges shown in consular in- 
voices relating to “‘documents against payment 
collections’’ which are to include bank charges 
abroad, commissions of buying or shipping 
agents, transit interest, and interest and com- 
missions on financing. 

The Council has taken up the question of this 
tax with the Department of State. NFTC Tax 
and Brazil Committees are studying this new 
Brazilian income tax situation, with a view 
to clarification and, if feasible, elimination of 
unnecessary burdens.

FOREIGN ASSISTANCE ACT 
OF 1948 


A summary analysis of the European and 
China aid provisions of the Foreign Assistance 
Act of 1948 (Public Law 472) has been distrip- 
uted to Members,

RENEWAL OF TRADE 
AGREEMENTS ACT 


An NFTC brief supporting renewal of the 
Trade Agreements Act, which is due to expire 
on June 12, 1948, has been submitted to the 
Sub-Committee on Tariffs and Reciprocal Trade 
of the Ways and Means Committee of the House 
of Representatives. 

The statement covered the advantages of re- 
ducing trade barriers, the connection between 
United States foreign aid programs and the re- 
ciprocal trade agreements program, and the 
need for continuing enlarged markets for Uni- 
ted States products in the post-foreign aid 
period. Refutation was given to certain argu- 
ments traditionally advanced by opponents of 
the reciprocal trade agreements program. Cop- 
ies of the brief have been distributed to Mem- 
bers. 

Prior to submittal of the brief, the President 
had wired to the Chairman of the Sub-Commit- 
tee, requesting an opportunity for a represen- 
tative to appear at scheduled hearings. It was

CHINESE—INCOME TAX LAW 


NFTC has_been advised informally that a 
new Income Tax Law became effective in China 
April 1, It is reported that the distinction be- 
tween foreign companies operating branches in 
China and domestic companies, which existed 
in previous regulations, has been eliminated. 
An English translation of the law should be- 
come available shortly, and will be supplied 
Members on request. 


WESTERN HEMISPHERE 
TRADE CORPORATIONS 
—INSURANCE 


Gains included in insurance proceeds received 
by Western Hemisphere Trade Corporations as 
a result of loss of goods in transit constitute 
income from sources in the United States, ac- 
cording to a decision of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. 

In the particular instance on which the rul- 
ing was made, the shipper received proceeds 
from an insurance company which included an 
ymount equal to the anticipated profit plus sell- 
ing cost. Costs directly attributable to the 
goods lost may be taken into account in deter- 
mining the net insurance proceeds provided 
such costs are readily identifiable and are elim- 
inated from the cost of the goods sold or in- 
ventoried. 


FOREIGN ASSISTANCE ACT 
OF 1948 


The Economic Cooperation Administration 
has issued its first regulation (ECA No. 1) 


The regulation outlines the types of payment 
which will be made: the form of the letter of 
commitment which will be issued to banking 
institutions to support the issuance of com- 
mercial letters of credit to suppliers or other 
means of payment; the form of letters of com- 
mitment to be issued direct to suppliers: the 
form of certificate to be completed by a sup- 
plier receiving direct payment from the par- 
ticipating country or its authorized agent, and 
the form of beneficiary certificate to be com- 
pleted by a supplier under commercial letters 
of credit or other means of payment obtained 
through banking institutions operating under 
a letter of commitment of the ECA 


USE OF REICHMARKS IN 
U. S.-U. K. ZONES OF 
GERMANY 


The British Military Governmént in Ger- 
many has announced that applications for spe- 
cial licenses for the use of Reichmark balances 
will be considered. The Department of the 
Army has informed NFTC that this policy is 
already being followed in the United States 
Zone. 

Under Article 4 of Military Government Law 
No, 52, the use of Reichmark balances belong- 
ingto nationals of United Nations and neutral 
nations is restricted to transactions ordinarily 
incidental to the normal conduct of business 
within Germany. As a result many United Na- 
tions firms including American firms have large 


balances which could not be converted into 
other types of assets. On the other hand, 
German nationals have not been affected by 
such restriction.

BLAISDELL REPLACES BRUCE 


Secretary of Commerce Charles Sawyer announced the appointment of Thomas C. 
Blaisdell, Jr., Director of the Office of International Trade as Acting Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce. Mr. Blaisdell will take over the duties previously performed by David Bruce, 
who resigned May 8. 


EXPORT LICENSING SIMPLIFIED 


The OLT has simplified the export licensing requirements applicable to nearly 35 
per cent of the Department of Commerce Schedule B Classifications on the Positive List of 
commodities in short supply, the Department of Commerce announced today. 

Beginning April 22, 1948, some 138 separate Schedule B Classifications on the Posi- 
tive List, including all foods and food products, fodders and feeds, fats and oils, seeds, 
inedible animal and vegetable products, soaps and oilet preparations, will be added to 
the brief list of items which are already subject to the blanket (BLT) licensing procedure. 
As formerly constituted, this original list included only seven’ items—candles, insulin, 
milk shipping cans, milk shipping containers, and metal window cash, window frames. and 
fabricated door frames.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTS 


i:xporters of iron and steel products may expect speedier yes-or-no answers to export 
license applications if a proposed new licensing procedure for such products is adopteg. 
Under the proposed new procedure, which was worked out, after consultation with the 
Committee, a time schedule would be prepared for OIT consideration of license applica- 
tions, item by item and country by country. The steel export trade would be notified in 
advance of the dates when licensing of each commodity for each country would take 
place. 

Applications for a given item would be filed by exporters within the two-week period 
preceding the announced cut-off date, and the country quota for that item would be 
licensed immediately following that date. All applications would be returned after the 
country quota had ‘been exhausted, and each application would be marked validated, re- 
jected, or returned without action. Applications which had been returned without ac- 
tion because of quota exhaustion might then be resubmitted for consideration in the 
succeeding quarter, in the two weeks immediately preceding the next licensing priod 
for the particular commodity and country in question. 


FOREIGN INVESTMENTS—ITALY 


The Italian Government has approved a new decree which liberalizes the regulations 
affecting foreign investments in Italy and permits freer remittane abroad of dividends 
and capital earned by such investments. 

The new decree, which had been the subject of prolonged discussion, became law on 
the day after its publication in the Gazzetta Ufficiale, April 7, 1948. Its effect is to abro- 
gate the 1942 law which made all foreign capital investment subject to government au- 
thorization, 


OIT ALTERS RULING ON PRICE CRITERIA 


OLT’s use of price as a factor in the issuance of export licenses is defined i nCurrent 
Export Bulletin No. 457, issued by the OIT. 

License applications will be denied on the basis of price only when the quoted prices 
are Obviously excessive; and the advice of Commodity Advisory Committees drawn from 
the export trade will be sought in determining what constitutes an obviously excessive 
price. The new bulletin makes it clear that export license will not be denied because the 
prices shown on license applications are slightly higher than thos quoted on otherwise 
comparable applications. 

Current Export Bulletin No. 457 is a restatement of the policy governing the export 
licensing of commodities subject to the “price criterion” policy first set forth in Current 
Export Bulletin No. 431, December 31, 1947. The new regulation is issued to correct a 
misconception widely held in export circles that OIT would automatically grant licensés 
first to those applicants quoting the lowest prices, then to applicants quoting slightly 
higher prices, and o nup the scale of quoted prices until export quotas were exhausted. 

Despite frequent explanations by OIT that price considerations would be used to 
rule out only those applications quoting obviously excessive prices, the persistence of the 
misconception has made it necessary to issue a formal restatement of the price policy. 


CAUSTIC SODA AND ASH 


A revision in the method of processing export license applications for caustic soda 
and seda ash was announced by OIT. The change was made necessary by the dispro- 
portionately large number of applications received in relation to the size of the export 
quotas. 

Beginning July 1, 1948, OIT was act on applications for export license for caustic 
soda and soda ash one each quarter instead of once each month as has been done in the 
past. Because of the large number of applications on hand, those received for April con- 
sideration have been acted upon, being either validated or returned without action. Appli- 
cations received for May and June consideration will be acted upon in a single licensing 
operation toward the end of the second quarter. 

An attempt will be made in granting licenses to prevent exports of these commodi- 
ties from being funneled into the hands of a limited number of importers abroad. In 
order tg prevent such funneling of shipments, licening officials will consult closely with 
OIl’s Commercial Intelligence Division which classifies and rates foreign importing firms.

NO VALIDATED EXPORT LICENSE REQUIRED 


A substantial list of commodities which may be shipped to any destination includ- 
ing Europe without a validated OIT export license has been established by the OIT. 

This action is a modification and simplification of OIT’s program, initiated March 1, 
1948, of controlling all exports to Europe and certain other countries—designated as Coun- 
try Group R. Until now, all shipments valued over $100 have required validated export 
licenses when considered to “R” destinations. The commodities which_may be shipped to 
all destinations without an OIT export license are listed in Current Export Bulletin No. 


452. 





DRIVE TO INCREASE METAL SCRAP 


A concerted drive by U. S. Government agencies to obtain the largest possible flow 
of domestic and foreign iron and steel scrap to American steel and iron producing plants 
was outlined at the first meeting of the Inter-Departmental Ferrous Scrap Committee. 


COTTON MANUFACTURES TO SPAIN 


Cotton manufactures which were exportable to Spain and Spanish possessions under 
the Consolidated (CL) licensing procedure will no longer be licensed under that procedure. 

Holders of outstanding CL licenses for cotton manufactures may continue to export 
against such licenses until the full authorized amount has been shipped or until the 
expiration of the validity period of the license, whichever is sooner. Applications for 
extensions of such licenses to permit exportation of unshipped balances must take the 
form of an individual license application for each consignee to whom it is proposed to 
ship. Pending CL license applications covering cotton manufactures will not be con- 
sidered by OIT, but will be returned to the applicant without action, officials said. 


TIGHTEN CONTROLS ON PACKAGED FLOURS 


Tighter controls on the export of prepared bread mixes and small package flour to 
any country of destination will no longer be issued outside of the fixed export allocation 
of wheat flour for that country. 

A single export allocation for bread mixes and small package flour was formerly 
established for the entire world, without any set country-by-country breakdown. This 
allocation was originally made to permit manufactures of brand-named flour preparations 
to maintain established export markets for these products. In the past, most items were 
packed in one, two, and five pound packages, and moved in small quantities in world trade.

(b) This Act shall be effective as to merchandise entered for consumption, or 
withdrawn from warehouse for consumption, on and after the thirtieth day after the 
enactment of this Act. (Public Law 490—80th Congress)

You will note that under this amendment exposed X-ray film entered, or withdrawn 
from warehouse, for consumption on and after Uay 20, 1948, is free of duty.

States Department of Agriculture, effective March 16, 1948, is available for the information 
and guidance of customs officers and others concerned. This supplement extends the period 
for the present season to April 30 during which Mexican oranges and grapefruit may be 
shipped through the United States.

An Amendment to Regulation 2 of the Fruit and Vegetable Quarantine No. 56. Under

Item 760, Part I, Schedule XX, of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (T. D. 
51802), which will be in effect on and after May 22, 1948, under the President’s Procla- 
mation of May 4, 1948 (T. D. 51909), provides that not more than an aggregate quantity 
of 5,000,000 pounds of walnuts of all kinds, shelled, blanched, roasted, prepared, or pre- 
served (except walnut paste), entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption in 
any calendar year shall be dutiable at the rate of 7% cents per pound, and that any such 
nuts not subject to that rate of duty shall be dutiable at the rate of 15 cents per pound. 
Since the quota will become effective after the beginning of the quota year, the quantity 
admissible at the rate of 7% cents per pound for the remainder of the calendar year 
1948, détermined in accordance with paragraph 4 of the general notes to Schedule XX,

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—CONVERSION OF 
CURRENCY 


Reference is made to cases in which appraisement has been withheld and liquidation 
has been suspended pending the determination of the proper rat or rats for th Iranian 
rial for customs purposes. 

For the period beginning December 21, 1939, and ending September 26, 1941, the Feq. 

eral Reserve Bank of New York certified four rates for the Iranian rial, designated as 
“Official”, “First Category Goods”, “Second Category Goods”, and “Third Category Goods” 
for all dates of exportation for which its certification was requested for customs pur- 
poses. 
For the period beginning March 21, 1946, and continuing to date the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York has advised the Treasury Department that it will certify two rates 
one designated as “Official” and the other as “Free”, for all dates of exportation for 
which its certification is requested for customs purposes. 

With regard to the earlier period for which more than one rate was certified, it ap- 
pears from available information that, under the Iranian Exchange Control Act of March 
1, 1936, subsequent amendments thereto, and various decrees of the Council of Ministers 
of Iran, the purchase and sale of foreign exchange and all transactions relating thereto 
could be effected only through authorized banks at rates quoted by the Banque Mellie 
Iran. It is understood that the authorized banks were the National Bank of Iran (Banque 
Mellie Iran) and the Imperial Bank of Iran. On December 21, 1939, the official buy rate 
was fixed at 17 rials per United States dollar ($.058823 per rial). All foreign exchange 
derived from exports from Iran were required to be sold to an authorized bank, and in 
the case of dollar exchange derived from exports to the United States, such exchange 
was required to be sold at the official buying rate. 

Under the laws and decrees referred to all goods available for export from Iran (with 
the exception of products of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company, Limited, and of the Cas- 
pian Sea Fisheries which received special concessions) were divided into various cate- 
gories, known as First, Second, and Third Categories. First Category Goods were those 
goods the export of which constituted a monopoly of the government itself or for which 
the exclusive export rights had been vested by the government in a particular company 
or firm. Second Category Goods were all exportable goods not falling within the first or 
third categories, except gum tragacanth and carpets which received special treatment as 
hereinafter explained. The Third Category, it is believed, includd the bulk of the products 
in Iran’s export trade to the United States. 

The different exchange rates applicable to exports from Iran were, in effect, in- 

creased amounts of rials paid upon the surrender of dollar exchange dependent upon the 
category of the goods exported. When goods were exported from Iran, th exporter re- 
ceived a “certificate of export” detailing the nature of the goods exported and he was 
required to sign an undertaking thereon that the foreign exchange to be derived from 
his export would be surrendered to one of the authorized banks. In the case of Second 
and Third Category Goods, in addition to the certificate described above, the exporter 
received a further certificate entitled “certificat of purchas of exchange” at the time his 
exchange was surrendered to the bank. This crtificat is in th amount of 50 per centum 
of the foreign exchange sold, in the case of Second Category Goods and in the amount of 
100 — centum of the foreign exchange derived from the export of Third Category 
Goods. 
Upon the surrender to the bank of the foreign exchange obtained in payment of his 
export (which in the case of exports to the United States would be United States dollars), 
the exporter received 17 rials (corresponding to the “Official” rate) for each dollar. In 
addition he might surrender his certificate of export for rials at the “Official’’ rate for 
10 per centum of the value of his export as shown on the certificate, amounting to an 
additional 1.7 rials per dollar. 

If his export consisted of Second Category Goods, the exporter received 17 rials per 
dollar, plus 1.7 rials per dollar as in the case of First Category Goods, and he also re- 
ceived a “certificate of purchase of exchange”, as described above, for 50 per centum of 
the exchange sold to the bank. That certificate was transferable and when sold to im- 
porters, enabled them to acquire dollars to pay for imports into Iran. The certificate thus 
commanded a premium and sold at varying rates generally around 28 rials per dollar 
eredit of the certificate. The total thus realized for each dollar of exchange applicable to

one-half of 28 rials (exchange certificate) or 32.7 rials per dollar. 
If the export consisted of Third Category Goods, the exporter received identical re- 
n except that the “certificate of purchase of exchange” gave credit for 100 per centum 


of the foreign exchange sold. Thus the exporter receivd 17 rials (Official), plus 1.7 rials 
(export certificate), plus 28 rials (exchange certificate) or a total of 46.7 rials for eack 


dollar surrendered. 
The rates certified by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York during the early period 


under consideration corresponded to the “Official” rate and the rates for the three cate- 
gories of goods described. At least two commodities, namely gum tragacanth and carpets, 
were subject to special treatment and the foreign exchange (United States dollars) de- 
rived from the exportation of these commodities was not surrendered at any of the rates 
described as corresponding to rates certified by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 
Exporters of gum tragacanth received approximately 20.4 rials to the dollar, and ex- 
porters of carpets received approximately 23.80 rials per dollar and, therefore, the nearest 
certified rate above the amount of United States currency per rial received by exporters 
of each of those commodities was the rate for First Category Goods. 

With regard to the present period for which dual rates are being certified by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, it appears from available information that my amend- 
ments to the Iranian exchange regulations effective March 21, 1946, the foreign exchange 
proceeds of exports must be sold to authorized banks, which are permitted without for- 
mality to resell to the original seller within 2 months, 90 per centum of the foreign 
exchange originally surrendered. The original seller may use the exchange so purchased 
for the purpose of paying for importations into Iran of various specified goods, or he 
may transfer his right of repurchase to a third party for the same purpose. Upon transfer 
of the right to repurchase, the original holder (seller) of the exchange realizes a rate of 
exchange more favorable than the official rate. 

The “Official” rate certified by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York for dates of 
exportation beginning March 21, 1946, corresponds to the rate at which the authorized 
banks in Iran originally pay for the foreign exchange surrendered. The “Free” rate cer- 
tified corresponds to the daily average rate at which settlement is made for 90 per centum 
of the foreign currency proceeds of exports (in the case of exports to the United States 
this would mean United States dollars) which is resold to the original seller and trans- 
ferred to other Iranian accounts. 

In the case of any importation of merchandise exported from Iran between December 
21, 1939, and September 26, 1941, both inclusive, the appraiser and collector shall proceed, 
respectively, with appraisement and liquidation according to the following procedure, 
provided the requirements outlined below are complied with: 

1. No rate of exchange shall be used for custOms purposes under these instruc- 
tions except a rate certified by the Federal Reserve Bank f New York for the date of 
exportation of the merchandise unless there is a proclaimd value for that date which 
caries by less than 5 percentum from the certified rate determined to be applicable

to that merchandise in accordance with the numbered paragraphs next below, in 
which case that proclaimed value shall be used as to that merchandise. 

2. Where the appraisement is made in Iranian currency the appraiser shall desig- 
nate in his report to the collector the class of currency in which appraisement is 
made by using the terms applied to the currency of Iran by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York, namely, “Official” rials, “First Category Goods’, “Second Cate- 
gory Goods”, or “Third Category Goods”, as the case may be. 

3%. For all purposes of appraisement and assessment of duties, the amount of any 
value established in rials for Iranian merchandise shali be considered to be in the 
class of currency, designated in the certifications of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York, in which, on the date of exportation of the particular merchandise, ex- 
change of payment would be made under the exchange control decrees and regu- 
lations of the Iranian Government, as established to the satisfaction of the appraiser 
or collector, as the case may be, from information in his own files, information ob- 
tained and presented to him by the importer, or information obtained from other 
sources, and the rate certified for the class of currency in which such value has 
been established shall be used; except that 

(a) if the appraiser or collector has credible information that the type of rate 
which would otherwise be applicable under this paragraph was not used uniformly 
during any period in connection with the payment for the particular merchandise on 
which duty is being assessed and all other merchandise of the same type, appraise- 
ment shall be withheld and liquidation shall be suspended as to all merchandise of 
the type involved exported to the United States during the period involved, 

(b) if the appraiser or collector has credible information that any imported mer- 
chandise is a product of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company, Limited, or of the Caspian 
Sea Fisheries, appraisement shall be withheld and liquidation shall be suspended 
as to all merchandise of the type involved, during the period involved, or 
(C) if the merchandise consists of carpets or gum tragacanth, any value to be es- 
tablished in rials shall be expressed in the class of currency designated “First Cate- 
gory Goods” and the certified rate for “First Category Goods” shall be used. 

Whenever appraisement is withheld or liquidation suspended a detailed report shall be 
transmitted immediately to the Bureau of Customs. 

In the case of any importation of merchandise exported from Iran on or after March 
21, 1946, the appraiser and collector shall proceed, respectively, with appraisement and 
liquidation according to the following procedure, subject to the requirements and con- 
ditions outlined below: 

-1. No rate of exchange shall be used for customs purposes under these instruc- 
tions except a rate or rates certified by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York for 
the date of exportation of the merchandise, unless there is a proclaimed value for 
that date which varies by less than 5 per centum from any certified rate determined 
to be applicable to that merchandise in accordance with the numbered paragraphs 
below. If there is such a proclaimed value, it shall be used in lieu of any certified d 
rate otherwise applicable from which such proclaimed value varies by less than 5 
per centum. 

2. Where the appraisement is to be made in Iranian currency the appraiser shall 
designate in his report to the collector the class or classes of currency in which 
appraisement is made by using the terms applied to the currency of Iran by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York, namely, “Official” rials or ‘‘Free” rials, as the 
case may be. If both classes are used on a percentage basis, the percentage of each 
shall be indicated clearly. 

3. For all purposes of appraisement and assessment of duties, the amount of any 
value established in rials for Iranian merchandise shall be considered to consist of 
“Official” rials to the extent of 10 per centum of such amount and “Free” rials to the 
extent of 10 per centum of such amount and “Free” rials to the extent of the re-— 
maining 90 per centum, and the “Official” rate shall be used for the 10 per centum 
and the “Free” rate for the remaining 90 per centum; except that if the appraiser 
or collector has credible information that the proportion of 10 per centum at the 
“Official” rate and 90 per centum at the “Free” rate was not used uniformly during 
any period in connection with the payment for the particular merchandise on which 
duty is being assessed and for all other merchandise of the same type, appraisement 
shall be withheld and liquidation shall be suspended as to all merchandise of the 
type involved, exported to the United States during the period involved. Whenever

When information regarding any of the Iranian currency conversion practices neces- 
sary to comply with the instructions contained herein is not available at a port other 
than New York the appraiser or collector shall request the Customs Information Exchange, 
201 Varick Street, New York 14, N. Y., to furnish such pertinent information as may be 
available. 

It is realized that many cases may arise in which information clearly identifying the 
commodities which have been subject under Iranian law to each certified rate is not avail- 
able locally or through the Customs Information Exchange. The appraiser or collector 
shall determine in each such case whether the facts warrant appraisement and liquida- 
tion in accordance with the instructions herein, or whether action shall be suspended and 
a report submitted to the Bureau of Customs in the same manner as provided for with 
respect to the exceptions autlined in those instructions. 

Where at the time of making entry or upon the acceptance of an amended entry of 
merchandise exportei from Iran during the present period of dual-rate certifications 
information is presented to the collector or is in his possession which establishes to his 
satisfaction the use of the 10 per centum—90 per centum exchange basis for the par- 
ticular importation in accordance with pertinent instructions herein, deposit of estimated 
duties or of supplemental estimated duties calculated in accordance with that infor- 
mation shall be accepted.

51892 for the use of dual and multiple rates for the rial are not applicable to any expor- 
tation subsequent to February 8, 1948, and the single rates to be certified by the Federal 
Reserve Bank may be used for purposes of appraisement and liquidation for merchandise 
exported on and after February 9, 1948.

CHINA HGOKED RUG TARIFF LOWERED 

The State Department has notified Chinese hooked rug importers that, effective im- 
mediately, duties on incoming goods valued at more than 40c a square foot are being re- 
duced from 60 per cent, ad valorem, to 40 per cent, as called for by the Geneva interna- 
tional trade organization agreements. 

Chinese hooked rugs, valued at less than 40c a square foot, however, will not be 
valued at the new 15 per cent rate, according to recent modifications in the United States 
Tariff Act. The old 30 per cent duty will continue to apply until India and Pakistan sign 
the ITO charter, it was explained. This is expected before June 1.

REPORTS—IMPORTS OF COAL-TAR PRODUCTS IN 1947 


The U. S. Tariff Commission issued a report on United States imports of cval-tar 
products entered in 1947 under paragraphs 27 and 28 of the Tariff Act of 1930. The report 
gives detailed statistics on coal-tar intermediates entered under paragraph 27 and dyes, 
medicinals and pharmaceuticals, flavor and perfume materials, and other finished pro- 
duets entered under paragraph 28. 

In 1947 imports under paragraph 27 of all coal-tar intermediates totaled 2.6 million 
younds, valued at $530,133. Corresponding imports in 1946 totaled 3.1 million pounds, 
valued at $437,169. The most important intermediates imported in 1947, in terms of juan- 
tity, were monemeric styrene, used in the manufacture of synthetic rubber entered from 
Canada; dimethylaniline and phthalicanhydride, used in synthetic resins, plasticizers, and 
dyestuffs, imported almost entirely from Australia; o-cresol for the plastics industry, en- 
tered from the United Kingdom, Canada, and Australia; and naphthalene, used as a moth 
repellent and in the manufacture of phthalic anhydride, which came from Switzerland 
ynd Australia. 

Imports under paragraph 28 of finished coal-tar products in 1947 amounted to 1.4 
million pounds valued at $2,292,000 compared with imports in 1946 of 2.0 million pounds 
valued at $2,649,000. In 1947 as in previous years dyes constituted the most important 
group in imports of finished coal-tar products. They were imported almost entirely from 
Switzerland. Imports of dyes were less in 1947 than in 1946, but still accounted for about 
88 per cent of the finished coal-tar imports under paragraph 28. Other important groups 
making up the total were medicinals and pharmaceuticals, mainly from Switzerland, the 
imports of which increased from $32,000 in 1946 to $129,000 in 1947, and imports of flavor 
und perfume materials, principally from New Zealand and Canada, which declined from 
$164,000 in 1946 to $84,000 in 1947. 

The statistics given in the report were obtained by analyzing invoices covering im- 
ports through all United States customs districts. Copies of the report may be obtained 
by writing to the United States Tariff Commission, Washiffgton 25, D. C.

Her work as a statisti- 
eal specialist in the assembly and presentation of the data used in the annual trade sur- 
vey Production and Sales of Synthetic Organic Chemicals has been repeatedly acknowl- 
edged by the Commission and has been of much assistance. to various branches of the 
chemical and related industries as well as to Government departments. 

Mrs. Robertson has been very popular with the staff of the Commission, having served 
as president of the Tacomis Club, the social organization of the Tariff Commission, and 
as a leader in benevolent and beneficial activities. She is an officer in the D. A. R. and in 
the National Organization of the Society of Mayflower Descendants and has a wide 
acquaintance both within and without the Government.

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


GERMANY—Effective May 1, 1948, civilians in the American and British Zones of 
Germany will be able to send air-mail communications to the United States subject to 
the following condition: 

The service will be divided into two categories as follows: 

A. Business letters in usual form, up to 100 grams (3% ounces) in weight from au- 
thorized users. The air-mail surcharge on these letters will be one Reichsmark for each 
10 grams or fraction, in addition to the ordinary letter postage of 40 Reichpfennigs for 
the first 20 grams and 30 Reichpfennigs for each additional 20 grams or fraction. 

B. Communications written on approved German air-letter sheets may be sent by 
all users. These air-letter sheets will be available in German post offices only and can 
only be secured in exchange for two international reply coupons for one sheet. Intrna- 
tional reply coupons are sold at United States post offices for nine cents each. 

It is to be noted that communication other than business letters may be sent by air 
from Germany only in the form of air-letter sheets, and in order for their correspond- 
ents in the American and British Zones of Germany to obtain these sheets, it is necessary 
that they be furnished two international reply coupons to be exchanged at a German post 
office for one of the approved air-letter sheets. 

Effective May 1, 1948, air parcel post service will be inaugurated to all zones of 
Germany (American, British, French and Russian Zones), including all sectors of the 
city of Berlin. The air parcel post rates are 95 cents for the first four ounces or fraction, 
and 45 cents for each succee@ing four ounces or fraction, up to the maximum weight 
limit of 22 pounds. 

The air parcel post service will be limited to gift parcels only. Parcels must not ex- 
ceed 22 pounds in weight, or measure more than 36 inches in length or 72 inches in 
length and girth combined. Only one parcel per week may be sent by or on behalf of the 
same sender to or for the same addressee. 

JAPAN—May 1, 1948, civilian mail service to Japan will be extended to permit the 
mailing of books, magazines and all other printed matter, subject to the international 
postal regulations governing the mailing of such matter. 

YUGOSLAVIA—Gift parcels for Yugoslavia are now subject to the same postage rates 
as commercial parcels, viz.: 22 cents for the first pound and 14 cents for each additional 
pound or fraction, up to the weight limit of 44 pounds. 

EIRE—The admission of bona fide gifts of tobacco up to 2 pounds in weight free of 
customs duty has been terminated. 

FRENCH INDOCHINA—Fffective at once, the weight limit applicable to air mail arti- 
cles addressed to French Indochina is increased to 4 pounds 6 ounces. 

INFLAMMABLE AND COMBUSTIBLE LIQUIDS TO FOREIGN COUNTRIES—Explosive 
and inflammable articles and articles which, in any way, may damage or destroy the 
mails or injure the persons handling them are prohibited transmission in the parcel-post 
mails to all foreign countries. 

ITALY—<According to a recent decree of the Italian Government, exemption from 
customs duty is granted to the following types of shipments sent as gifts by parcel post: 

Food (including coffee up to 11 pounds), clothing, footwear, soap, dentrifices, and 
medicines addressed to individuals for their personal use. Flour and cereals, dried vege- 
tables and food pastes addressed to individuals, to communities, or to relief organizations. 

EXPORT DECLARATIONS—The Commerce Department has announced that shippers’ 
export declarations are no longer required for shipments made by air or steamship be- 
tween continental United States and either Alaska or Hawaii. Shippers’ export declara- 
tions are not required for shipments to the Canal Zone. Shippers’ export declarations are 
still required for shipments made by air or steamship between continental United States

CUSTOMS DECLARATIONS—Complaints continue to be received from foreign coun- 
tries that many parcels from the United States bear only such cummary indications as 
“Gift,” “Used Clothing” or “Foodstuffs,” on the customs declarations. All customs decla- 
rations, for gift parcels as well as for commercial mailings to foreign countries, must be 
filled out to show the quantity and value of each kind of article contained in the rela- 
tive parce!, and where this is possible, the material of which the article is made. 

OKINAWA AND THE RYUKYU ISLANDS—Effective May 15, 1948, parcel post pack- 
ages addressed to Okinawa and the other islands of the Ryukyu group may contain trade 
samples up to the maximum weight of 22 pounds. The customs declarations of such 
parcels must bear in addition to the description of the articles, the words “Trade Sam- 
ples Only.” 

. Parcels containing trade samples will be subject to the same postage rates as are 
applicable to gift parcels, viz: 19 cents for each pound or fraction thereof. 

INDIA—Air parcel post will be governed by the same regulations that apply to sur- 
face parcels. The rate of postage on air parcels for India will be $1.70 for the first four 
ounces or traction, and 96 cents for each additional four ounces or fraction, up to a weight 
limit of 22 pounds.

(b) \Whenever there are no transactions during any particular semi-weekly period, 
a report to that effect should be rendered for the required period on Commerce Form

GERMAN FIRMS NOW LICENSED TO SELL THROUGH AGENTS 
ABROAD 


In order to restore normal business channels and to facilitate export sales, German 
firms in the Bizonal Area will be permitted to sell through agents abroad, according to 
an announcement of the Joint Export-Import Agency. 

Any agreements entered into between a German principal and a foreign sales agent 
must provide that all export sales will be carried out in accordance with JEIA regula- 
tions. Furthermore, it must be shown that the use of an agent is normal business prac- 
tice for the commodities concerned, and that the proposed maximum rate of commission 
is in accordance with regular trade practice. Licenses for the use of foreign commission 
agents will normally be issued for a term not exceeding one year. 

Payment of commission in foreign exchange to the agent abroad will not be made 
until the foreign buyer makes payment for the goods sold. 

German principals desiring to appoint agents abroad to handle their export sales 
should apply to the German Foreign Trade Office having jurisdiction in the States in 
which they are locateed, submitting copies of the agency agreement negotiated.

VESSEL STATICS—FEBRUARY, 1948 


The net registered tonnage of vessels entering the United States in the foreign trade decreasd 
from 6,660,000 net tons in January to 6,340,000 net tons during February, while the tonnage of 
vessels clearing United States ports increased slightly from 6,400,000 net tons to 6,446,000 net 
tons. American flag vessels accounted for 59 percent of the net registered tonnage of all vessels 
entering (3,721,000 net tons) and for 56 percent of the net registered tonnage of all vessels clear- 
ing (3,631,000 net tons). Vessels entering with cargo totaled 4,003,000 net tons or 63 percent of 
all vessel entrances, while vessels clearing with cargo amounted to 4,840,000 net tons or 75 per- 
cent of all clearances.

SPECIAL BULB PERMITS 
The Bureau of Entomology & Plant Quarantine station at River street, Hoboken, is 


processing applications for original or renewal permits to cover importation of bulbs on 
plant products subject to special requirements. The permits are valid for one year and 
in the past they have been dated from July 1. Under a change of practice all permits 
now being issued will expire Dec. 31, 1948, subject to renewal on an annual basis accord- 
ing to the calendar year. Shipments will be charged against the quantity or each specte 
or kind indicated on the permit and in the event of any excess permits will be refused 
pending approval of a separate permit for the excess in each case.

billion dollars prewar. The United States’ 
shar2 of the import trade in these pro- 
ducts was about a billion and three-quar- 
ters dollars. 

The tariff concessions granted were of 
three kinds: reductions in rates of duty, 
binding of existing rates against increase 
and binding of duty-free status. The Uni- 
ted States obtained reductions in duty 
from other countries on products of prin- 
cipal interest to us accounting in 1939 
for about 500 million dollars of our ex- 
ports. We granted reduction in duty on 
imports into the United States accounting 
in 1939 for about 500 million dollars. We 
bound the existing tariff rates on about 
150 million dollars of imports and bound 
the duty-free status of about a billion one 
hundred million dollars of imports. We 
obtained corresponding concessions for 
our exports of the same magnitude. 





The products on which we granted tariff 
concessions in the Geneva Agreement and 
in the 30 trade agreements which preced- 
ed it included those which are competi- 
tive with our domestic production as well 
as those which are not. 


A few segments of the American econ- 
omy argue that the Geneva Agreement 
and the Trade Agreements program gen- 
erally will ruin them by permitting a 
flood of “chceap foreign goods” into the 
United States market. One has only to 
talk to a few people from other countries 
to realize that the rest of the world is 
even more fearful of the effect upon their 
industries of a “flood” of imports from 
the United States. They recognize that 
our labor is more highly paid than theirs 
but they know also that it is better train-

RESTRICTIONS OF PERMIT ISSUANCE FOR IMPORTATION OF INDIAN 
CORN OR MAIZE, BROOMCORN, RELATED PLANTS 


On March 30, 1948, notice of a proposed amendment of the regulation (7 CFR 319.41-3) re- 
stricting issuance of permits for importation of Indian corn or maize, broomcorn, and related 
plants was published in the Federal Register (13 F. R. 1482). After consideration of all relevant 
matter presented by interested persons regarding the proposal, the amendment to §319.41-3 of 
the regulations supplemental to the quarartine restricting importation of Indian corn or maize, 
broomcorn, and related plants (Regulation 3, Notice of Quarantine No. 41; 7 CFR §319.41-3), set 
forth below is hereby adopted, effective October 1, 1948: 

§319.41-3 Issuance of permits. On approval by the Chief of the Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine of the application mentioned in §319.41-2, a permit will be issued. 

For broomcorn and brooms and similar articles made of broomcorn, permits will be issued 
by the Chief of the Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine for such ports as may be desig- 
nated therein, except that permits will be issued for the entry of broomcorn originating in coun- 
tries other than those in the North or South American Continents or the West Indies only through 
the ports of Baltimore, Boston, and New York, or through the northeastern ports which may from 
time to time be designated in the permit, and at which facilities for treatment of infested ma- 
terial may be available, such entry to be limited to the five months’ period between October 1 
of any year and the end of February to the succeeding year, both dates inclusive. Permits will 
not be issued for the entry of broomcorn from any source through ports on the Pacific coast. 

For shelled corn and for seeds of other plants listed in §319.41, and for corn on the cob, green 
or mature, from the land areas designated in §319.41-1(b)(2), permits will be issued for ports 
where the Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine maintains an inspection service and for 
such other ports as may be designated in the permit.

RESTRICTIONS REMOVED ON PALM OIL IMPORTS 


Authorization to import 5,000 metric tons of palm oil without restrictions as to end use was 
announced by the U. S. Departinent of Agriculture. This is in addition to 27,500 tons which may 
be imported for use in the terne and tinplate industry. Probable uses of the 5,000 tons which 
may be imported without end use resirictions will be in the manufacture of soap and textiles. 

To give effect to this authorization, the Administrator of War Food Order 63 will amend 
outstanding import licenses and issue new licenses in the order in which requests are received 
by him. The maximum amount that may be licensed to any importer at any one time without 
restriction as to end use is either 250 metric tons from the Netherlands East Indies or 750 metric 
tons from the Belgian Congo. New licenses will be valid only for a period of 90 days, and out- 
standing licenses will be extended for 90 days from the date they are amended. Licenses will 
be valid for importation only from the country of origin specified in the application. The Depart- 
ment will continue to grant licenses permitting transshipment through the United States to coun- 
tries having an international Emergency Food Committee allocation, provided the government of 
the recipient country requests the transshipment. 

Requests for the import licenses and for amendments to outstanding licenses should be filed 
with the Administrator of WFO-63, Fats and Oils Branch, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Nashington 25, D. C.

TO AMEND SECTIONS 212 (b) and 231 (d) OF THE INTERNAL

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That (a) section 212 (b) of the Internal Revenue Code (relating to income 
of non-resident alien individuals) is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“‘(b) Exciusions.—The following items shall not be included in gross income of a non- 
resident alien individual and shall be exempt from taxation under this chapter: 


“‘(1) Ships under foreign flag.—Earnings derived from the operation of a ship or ships 
documented under the laws of a foreign country which grants an equivalent exemption to 
citizens of the United States and to corporations organized in the United States; 


(2) Aircraft of foreign reQistry.—Earnings derived from the operation of aircraft 
registered under the laws of a foreign country which grants an equivalent exemption to 
citizens of the United States and to corporations organized in the United States.’’ 

(b) Section 231 (d) of the Internal Revenue Code (relating to income of foreign corpora- 
tions) is hereby amended to read as follows: 

*“*(d) Exclusions.—The following items shall not be included in gross income of a foreign 
corporation and shall be exempt from taxation under this chapter: 

*“*(1) Ships under foreign flag.—Earnings derived from the operation of a ship or ships 
documented under the laws of a foreign country which grants an equivalent exemption to 
citizens of the United States and to corporations organized in the United States; 

**(2) Aircraft of foreign registry.—Earnings derived from the operation of aircraft reg- 
istered under the laws of a foreign country which grants an equivalent exemption to citizens 
of the United States and to corporations organized in the United States.”’ 

Sec. 2. The amendments made by this Act shall be applicable with respect to taxable years 
beginning after December 31, 1945. (Public Law 514—80th Congress.)

ducers, the concession may be withdrawn 
or modified for such time and to such ex- 
tent as may be necessary to prevent or 
remedy the injury. If this is done, of 
course, other countries affected may with- 
draw substantially equivalent concessions. 

The United States took the lead in an 
effort to secure international agreement 
that world trade would take its course 
along the broadening highway of multi- 
lateralism and equality of treatment rath- 
er than down the ever narrowing road of 
bilateralism, barter and political prefer- 
ence. In 1945 we put forward for the con- 
sideration of the peoples of the world our 
Proposals for the Expansion of World 
Trade and Employment. After three inter- 
national conferences these have ripened 
into a Charter for an International Trade 
Organization agreed upon by the repre- 
sentatives of 54 nations at the conference 
just concluded at Habana. We also asked 
a large group of other nations to nego- 
tiate with us and with each other for the 
reduction of tariffs and the limitation and 
regulation of the use of other trade bar- 
riers. This invitation resulted in the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

In addition to tariff concessions, the 
General Agreement, like the trade agree- 
ments which we have previously negotia- 
ted, contains provisions designed to estab- 
lish a libera] and multilateral trade policy, 
and to prevent the parties to the agree- 
ment from cancelling out the concessions 
by the use of discriminatory and restric- 
tive measures. These provisions are aimed 
to prevent jor limit the use of restrictive 
import quota systems, exchange controls 
and discriminatory internal taxes and reg-

ulations. They require the non-discrimina- 
tory administration of customs procedures 
and state-trading enterprises. Rules for 
customs valuation are established. Uncon- 
d.tional most-favored-nation treatment is 
to be applied by all the signatories so 
that no one country will receive more fa- 
vorable treatment than any other. Ex- 
ceptions are of course made to allow for 
the current extreme shortages of foreign 
exchange “broad and for other legitimate 
devi2tions. 

When you realize that the nations at 
Geneva account for over three-quarters of 
the world’s international trade, you will 
understand what a step has been taken in 
turning the course of world trade away 
from bilateralism and control and towards 
expansion, competition, and equality of op- 
portunity. 

Let us face facts. The economic system 
we believe in is on trial. It is being chal- 
lenged by the Communist world as un- 
workable and as leading inevitably to dis- 
integration and collapse, depression and 
despair. Many non-Communist nations are 
doubtful whether the conduct of interna- 
tional trade can safely be entrusted to 
competition and private enterprise in the 
world today or the world they see aheatl 
for tomorrow. We believe that it can. And 
with the United States ag a rallying point, 
other nations are prepared to give mul- 
tilateral trade a try. So we must prove 
that our system will work. Nations that 
believe in freedom must come closer to- 
gether economically as well as politically. 
We must keep and we must uSe every in- 
strument to encourage and facilitate their 
doing so.
